As to the manner in which some of the raids have been conducted, as
to the specific”deportment of some of the individual officers, however,
we have altogether different ideas.

WE belleve that respect for law suffers when officers become over-
bearing, over-zealous, and even ugly in their relations with the public.
On numerous occasions during recent raids, some officers of the law
have been unnecessarily discourteous to citizens. Automobiles bearing
men with their families, driving peacefully along the public highway,
have been stopped by officers, who have talked td the occupants of the
car in a manner almost bordering on insult.

We realize that in a widespread clean-up campaign many innocent
persons must necessarily be put to some temporary inconvenience.
But as citizens they deserve courteous treatment from the officers. Ap-
proached courteously by an officer who explains the purpose of the
gsearch in a manly manner, most citizens would be only too willing to
co-operate. .

When greeted with discourtesy, however, these citizens are justified
in recalling that the fourth amendment to the Constitution of the United
States provides: ciizens with protection against unreasonable search
and seizure. . - iy

We believe that most citizens are willing to waive their right in this
matter in the interests of law enforcement, provided the men who enforce
the law are courteous and reasonable.

But when officers become overbearing, the raids defeat their own ends.

We are mindful of the fact that not all persons whose cars have been
searched have been treated discourteously. No blanket indictment of
all officers for overbearing tactics would be fair.

But there has been a sufficient number of cases of discourtesy bor-
dering on insult to bring forth protest.

AST Saturday night county officers herded young girls into the Tor-
4 rance police station with drunken men. As a newspaper we called

attention to the revolting scene at the station. As a citizen we recom-
mended that a delegation be sent from Lomita and Torrance to inform
Sheriff Traeger of the manner in which the raid was conducted and to
deseribe to him the lurid scene at the Torrance jail—but ,by no means
to object to the sheriff’s and his. department’s attempts to enforce the law.

The dignity of the law is majestic and should be regarded as such by
all worthy citizens. By the same token every citizen who loves his
country and has pride in his community should demand that repre-
sentatives of the law—officers and policemen—uphold that dignity and
conduct themselves like men of mature judgment. ’

There should be no difference of opinion in Torrance and Lomita over
this matter of the application of police power.

We believe that those who are opposed to latw enforcement constitute
an Infinitesimal minority, that all decent citizens believe in law enforce-
ment, that all decent citizens believe in dignified enforcement, that all
decent citizens believe in courtesy on the part of policemen for the sake
of the law itself, that all decent citizens are shocked at the “herding”
tactics at the Torrance jail last Saturday night.

It is located on the
west side of Standard’s Marble ranch
holdings, just south of the Redondo
road.
